Livestock growers- in West Ar

up, and 
many 


ranchers are having to haul water 
in to their acreages for thirsty 
cattle. 


Boone County Agent John Shel- 


ton said many farmers have lost 
all or part of their small 
grain 


crops that were sewed last fall 
to be., used this spring. He said 
that 50 per cent of alfalfa sew- 
ed for 'use .this spring 
and sum- 


mer, has been lost. 


"Many farmers n this area ore 


in bad shape financially because 
of • the lack of moisture and 
the 


cold weather," Shelton said. 


The . extension agent said t h e 


ground is dry in some areas that 
it.can't'be plowed for the spring 
planting of feed crops to be used 
during the summer. 


W.' H. Freyaldenhoven, agrono 


mist for the state extension office 
here, said most plants in north 
west Arkansas are in weakened 
condition. Some of them possibly 
could -be killed off completely by 
a severely-hard freeze.
